Educ

I am well aware of the dan- 
ger involved in putting your 
thoughts in the form of written 
words and exposing them to the 
interpretations of ail who are 
literate, The dangers are multi- 
plied-ten-fold when you come to 
realize that your thoughts will 
be passed on to others with or 
without your intended meanings 
Someone once said, “Oh, that 
my critics would write a book,” 
This brief paper should give 
many of you an opportunity for 
a symbolic revenge if not a 
personal one.  However,. thi 
provocations that may be in- 
curred will be slight in compari- 
son to the satisfaction to be 
gained in the writing of it. 

I suppose that everyone who 
has a yen to write.is eventually 
prodded into the actual putting 
down of his thoughts on рар" 
er by an aecumulation of com- 
pelling events, motives and 
people. Such is the background 
for this writing and because it 
is the essence of what is to be 
said, I want to share it with 
you. 

First, let me state my major 
premise. А DEDICATED SIN- 
CERE PERSON, GAINFULLY 
OYED IN THE "TEACH- 
OF YOUNG F 
HAS A PART IN THE MOST 
REWARDING PROFESSION 
THE WORLD HAS EVER 
KNOWN. I make this statement 
without reservation and condi- 
tioned only by the qualifying 
words of the statement itself. 
This is my belief and it has 
come into being thru years of 
interaction with young people 
who have prompted and еп- 
couraged its formation by their 
responses (or lack of response) 
to my philosophy of "teaching". 
Fellow teachers, parents and i 
terested individuals have given 
a degree of temper to thé re- 
sulting product, which neces- 
sarily will never be complete. 
A truer temper will come with 
more exposure to the fire of ex- 
perience. 

In answer to those who wil! 
cast а wary eye at the sound 
of my words let me give you 
the basic tenents of my belief. 
These, I believe, the fac- 
tors that make "teaching" a 
chaléhge, a privilege, 
opportunity for serving man- 
kind that no other profession 
offers. These are the very meal 
intangibles that give meaning 
and inspiration to those who 
take up the challenge. 

To every teacher who has at 
| times been confused, bewilder- 
ed, and overwhelmed by the 
responsibility that is his im 
working with a group of thirty 
| to forty students, I dedicate this 
| listing for I know they share 
them with me. To young 
| person who may see an influ-
